Balkan War Not 


Likely To Involve 


U.S. or Europe, Says Robert Hecht 


A war cloud is hovering low over 
the Balkans, but America will not 
be forced into the conflict when the 
storm breaks, nor will any of the larg- 
er European nations put their armies 
in the field unless forced to, Robert 
Hecht, president of the International 
Corporation, told the Atlanta Trade 
and Travel Club Friday in reviewing 
impressions gained in his recent tour 
of Europe. — 

The Balkans, he said, all are rigid 
with international tension in the air. 

“When the map of Europe was re- 
drawn following the World War, it 


was not drawn with thought toward 


historic, religious or political forerun- 
ners, but was divided through eco- 
nomic precisions. For this reason Hun- 
garians cannot forget that a large 
portion of their country was ‘stolen’ 


| from them. They intend to get it back, 
but are not sufficiently strong yet to 
make the attempt,” Mr. Hecht said. 

Great changes are taking place in 
Turkey, he said, and forecast that 
within 10 or 15 years there will not 
be a foreign-owned concession in the 
country. Thousands of Turks have mi- 
grated to Greece, he said, swelling the 
population of Athens by more than 
50 per cent since the war. Conditions 
in Greece, Mr. Hecht asserted, were 
more ideal than those in Turkey, The 
cities, are better maintained and 
cleaner and life is more certain, :

The Japanese delegates, Ambassador 
Tsuneo Matsudaira and Admiral Iso- 
roku Yamamoto, asked their govern- 
ment, f6F instructions as to whether 
they should make new proposals ‘for 
an agreement to replace the 1 
Washington pact which Japan intends 
to denounce before the end of the 
year. 

A British spokesman indicated that 
Britain's restatement today of her 
position—favoring 30 per cent reduc- 
tion’ in the sizes of battleships, air- 
eraft carriers and large cruisers—was 
prompfed by the address yesterday of 
Norman H. Davis, United States am- 
bassador-at-large, in which he out- 
lined the American point of view. 

Davis, whose remarks previously 
had been approved by Washington, re- 
vealed that President Roosevelt had 
proposed reduction of all navies, and 
urged retention of the principles of 
existing treaties. 

The British spokesman said

Revised regulations announced Fri- 
day by John W. Millsaps, regional 
ym ie: housing administration direc- 
tor, enable thousands of  aditional 
banks and lending agencies to qualify 
under the insu mortgage plan for 
making FHA improvement loans. 

The new requirements for qualifi- 
cation are that the bank or financial 
agency be located-in a community 
whose trading area is not less than 
6,000 population and that it have 
unimpaired capital and unimpaired 
surplue of $50,000 each. Thus many 
smaller, yet perfectly sound institu- 
tions, capable of meeting the capital 
and surplus regulations, may make 
FHA loans under government super- 
vision. Formerly. i.e restrictions ex- 
eluded all institutions ‘in towns small- 


er than 6,000 and whose capital was 


less than $100,000.

10,000 Replacements 
Will Be Made in CCC 


Approximately 10,000 vacancies ex- 
isting in the CCC forest camps will 
be filled between January 2 and 13, 
1935, from the fourth corps area, 
Major General George van Horn 
Moseley, commanding officer, an- 
nounced Friday. Of the 10,000 new 
replacements 1,350 will be located in 
Georgia. 

This addition will bring the total 
CCC strength to’ approximately. 54,- 
000 in the southeast. ‘Including the 
new increment, the total number of 
enrollments during the first year 
was 115,000, only 53,500 being in the 
camps at any one time, however. In 
addition to these actually enrolled in 
the OCC, some 10,000 persons have 
been employed in connection with the 
erection and maintenance of the nu- 
merous camps in the corps area. Also 
approximately 2,100 reserve officers 
and 3,250 technical supervisors have 
received employment for varying pe- 
riods of time. 

In -procuring the men for the new 
enrollment, General Moseley said that 
the labor department will select all 
men, except the veterans who will 
be chosen by the veterans’. adminis- 
tration. After that the army will 
enroll, clothe, feed and assign the 
men to the various CCC camps.

A number of delegates have taken 
the attitude the A. O. C. acted pre- 
maturely, in view of the fact the A. 
A. U. is still on record as strongly 
condemning Germany's “violation of 
the code of the Olympic games and 
the fundamental ideas of sports com- 
petition.” 

Although it appeared doubtful to- 
night that the convention would go 
to the extreme of demanding the Olym- 
pic committee rescind its acceptance 
of the German invitation, it was in- 
dicated the A. A. U. would call for 
a report on President Brundage’s trip 
to Germany last summér and ask for 
further proof of the Berlin govern- 
ment’s pledge to give equal rights or 
privileges to Jewish athletes. 

A prospective battle for the 1935 
national men’s basketball tournament 
was avoided when Kansas City, which 
has held the event for years, with- 
drew its bid of the tourney to Den- 
ver, for the first time. ; 

The convention will approve the 
award tomorrow or Sunday, along 
with the assignment of the women’s 
national basketball tournament to
